Bia GUNS OF TURKEY. 

The Kind of Ordnance which Defends 
the Dardanelles. 

[Limiluii TclotTapb.] 

AVbile tbo llussiaua are atrongthen- 
ing their works at Odessa with Krupp 
guns, the Turks are, it aeems, substi- 
tuting tbo same ruoJeru weivpous for 
the big caiinou wbich for ages past 
have watched the Straits of tbo Darda- 
nelles. Bigger than tbo "Woolwich 
infant," or the 100-tou gun of tbo 
Italians, these ancient cannon still re- 
tain their former position as giants of 
ordnance, the caliber of the largest 
being something like twenty-nine 
inches, while, as our readers may re- 
member, that ofj the Anglo-Italian 
weapon is but seventeen. According 
to one of the latest authorities ou tbo 
Bubjeot, Major-Qenoral Lefroy, R. A., 
the present Governor of Bermuda, 
these monster cannon wore cast as 
long ago as the fifteoutb and sixteenth 
centuries, and are fashioned entirely 
of bronze. The cannon balls provided 
are of stone, and far from being uue- 
leas and unmanagable as cne might 
well suppose such gigantic firearms 
to be, they have, it appoar.s, several 
times been made use of with confiider- 
able effect. Some of the weapons 
were employed against Scutari, in Al- 
bania, byMohammed 11. in 1478, and 
we. are told that during the siege of 
that place, from June 22nd to Jul;

NO FEWER THAN 253-1 HUGE CANNON DALLH. 

Were hurled Rgainst tbo town. As 
General Lefroy has remarked, in bis 
interesting history of these guns, the 
supply of powder necessary to have 
carried on such a terrible bombard- 
ment must have been immense, while 
the quarrying and cutting of so many 
monster stone projectiles is a task 
Bsarcely to be realized in these days. 
Travelers have given strange accounts 
of the guns whose ugly black muzzles 
are to be seen from tbo Straits, and 
marvelous legends are told as to their 
terrible might and distant range. But 
it is very questionable wbotber they 
could bowl a shot for a thousand 
yards, even if the cannon were strong 
enough to resist a heavy discharge. 
However, they certainly did some 
damage to a fleet of ours which forced 
a passage of the Dardauolle.'j in 1807, 
for on that occasion eight vessels were 
struck and nearly a bundrod men kill- 
ed and wounded. This was

And the replacement of them by 
Krupp guns shows that the Turks have 
no longer any faith in the unwieldy 
giants. For some years past their 
number ou the shore of the Dardan- 
elles has boon growing less, and a 
little while ago one was presented as a 
specimon to tbo British Government. 
When Bishop Pococko visited the spot 
in 1740 there wore, it Hoeins, forty-two 
in all of these huge weapons, and he 
quaintly says of them: "They are al- 
ways loaded with stone ball, ready to 
sink any ship that would offer to pass 
without coming to anchor, in order to 
bo searched; they firo likowiso with 
ball in answer to any ship that salutes 
the castle. As this docs much dam- 
age where they fall, so tbo lauds direct, 
ly opposite commonly pay no rent." 

The death is aniiouucod of Mr. 
William Bolton, late town treasurer of 
Hull, whose defalcations, along with 
those of the late Mr. John 
Brooke, the assistant treasurer, 
recently astonished tbo town of 
Hull. Mr. Bolton was Hovenly-oight 
years of ago. Ho was appointed to 
the office in 1821, and tbo corporation 
had the greatest confidence in him vud 
i^llowed him to retire a few months ago 
on his full salary of £r)2{) a year.

Brooke, assistant troasuror, on the dis- 
covery of bis dofalcatiuuH, blew bis 
brains out. It is believed that Mr. 
Bolton's defalcations were £7,000, and 
Mr. Brooke's ;e28,000.

THE SILVER aUESTION. 

Tbo announcomeut by our leoding busi- 
ness houses that sUver wUl after tho close 
of tlie present month bo subject to a <lis- 
oount in their transactions demanda fur- 
ther consiaeration . From Thursday next 
tho Yiotoria public will Imvo to grapplo 
-witbtho silver glut, a quosliou which, 
for somo time past has agitated the fiuim- 
cial circles of the world. I'orhaps our 
American noighbora ou ths Pacillc Coast, 
from tlio very richness (if thcii- "Bonan- 
za" sih'or leads, bavo had the ovila couso- 
quont upon tho silvor plethora more forci- 
bly than any o t her c om mnnities brough t to 
their disturbed experience. Even at tb« 
present moment the best citizens of tho 
United States are deeply conccniod at tho 
attempt to pass in Congress wluit is term- 
ed tho "Bland Silvor Bill," which would 
malco silver an unlimited legal touder.aud 
■which, if it become law, as by them ftbly 
foreshown, will drive gold coin out of tho 
United States money circulation. En- 
rope, and especially (iorniany, lia.s un un- 
told amount of silver Slicking a nwrkot, 
and if by foolish legislation by tho Uuil- 
od States in favor of local silver prodiic- 
iug iutoreats they should pass a law giv- 
ing ft fictitious value to silvor, then tho 
i nexorable laws of trade would surely 
oansa the influx of European silver and 
the draining of American gold. British 
Columbia at the present moment presents 
tho spectacle (shall wo H;iy calamity) 
wliich the cleai-seeing busini KS iiion of tho 
United States know will hcfal tlu^ir conn- 
try if the Bland Silvor Bill becomes law. 
British Columbia gold ii being sent out 
of tho country and a delngo of silver has 
taken its place, forced upon tho people at 
a value which it does not possess. Mer- 
chants and others have long borne a hea- 
vy loss when realizing upon silver, which 
has now become almost the solo medium 
of trade. The evil is no longer bearable. 
One of two things must occur. Either 
rents and the retail x'fices of groceries, 
olotbing, drygooda and all other articles 
oonsumed must advance, or silver must 
be pill down to its real value. In the 
former case tho general public would have 
to bear an increase on tho prico of all 
classes of expenditure from 10 per cent, 
to 15 per cent, abovo present rates. Tliis 
would bo hard upon the poor man who 
would always be paid in silver by his em- 
ployer; and while the amount of his 
wages would not be advanced, the silver 
payment which he would receive would 
not represent the actual sum due to hiin. 
The poor man therefore is cipro-ssly bun- 
elitod by a discouut being placed upon 
silver. Tho movement inaugurated by 
the storekeepers should meet with his 
hearty approval, and those are false 
frieuds who would persuade him to dis- 
oountennnce it. Of course the mechanics 
and laborers must insist that their wages 
shall be paid in gold coin; or if their em- 
ployers tender silver it must only be re- 
oeived at the current rate of discount. For 
every ten dollars paid to him in silver the 
poor man is, at the prcsnut value of silver, 
entitled to receive fiU cents extra as dis- 
count, and ho should see that ho gets it. 
The employer of labor g.jt:< jiaiJ iu goKI 
for his coutract.s, and if ho takes .'•ilver it 
i« only at a discount of 5 per cent. Mas- 
ter and man are therefore only placed on 
an even footing as regards silver, when 
the latter refuses to accept it only at cur- 
rent rates of difcount. The Banks iu 
tho city, since yesterday, refuse to take 
the customary t(Mi dollars in silver ullow- 
ablo with each depo^-it. llenccl'cjrth, tho 
disoonnt is charged oa ';V( rv sum, how- 
ever small. It is therofoio apparent that 
the action of the merchants to refuse sil- 
ver at par in their transactions has taken 
place none too soon. All other branches 
of trade must necessarily for their securi- 
ty treat silver in tho tame niuniior; on 
many staple articles of consunipUcjii the 
tradesman's prolits ari^ scuiCL'ly in i xcc ss 
of the amount of silvor discount, 5 per 
cent. In 1867 a Colonial Act was jiassed, 
making United States coinage legal cur- 
rency here, and U. S. silver to tho extent 
of ten dollars a legal tcnilri-. 'ilii.'^ may, 
therefore, make j;l(J in sih i.-i- ah-gal t(Mi- 
dor in payment of ilebts contracted 
before notice wiis given that silviu' 
can only be taken at a discount. After 
■noh notice has been given tbe discouut 
can be enforced, as the merchant has 
necessarily a ])erfi'ct right to statu the 
torms on which he will stdl his goods. 
In Eastern Canada a Dominion Act i-x- 
ists placing Ani.'riran silver at a hinivy 
discouut, and it is a luidter for consiilera- 
tion whether it would bo to British Co- 
lumbia's interest to have it extended to 
this Province, Owing to our diBtuncc 
from our Canadian sisti-r provinces, and 
our ■i)rox:imit\' to and inler-as'-oi'iiitiun 
with our American neighl)uui-s, the nxten- 
sion of the Act would, \v(! incline to 
think, bo prejudicial to oni- Ini.sine.ss in- 
terests; but this is n subjrct somewhat 
Kpart from the scope of the present article 
on which wo are open to conversion, and 
one to which wo may at a future period 
make fiirtlior reference. It will meet tho 
exigency of our case and sulhce for tlu! 
.check of tho silver glut if nilver is by 
common accord hero plac(!d at siudi adis- 
-OOUnt as will place it at its actual value as 
-o'oiapBi^d with gold coin. This will bo 
done on and after Thursday next by our 
principal morcluints. It remains but for 
tho general public to endorse their action 
and thu silvor evil will be cured, and gidd 
will return to circulation. Ti; do tliis niay 
■ involve Bomo trilling or perhaps in soni;! 
cases considerable loss, but it is inliuitidy 
hotter lo lose five per cent on tho amount 
of silver which wo may now hold than 
that our every tutuvo oxpenditiire should 
bo uiado triLulo to a taxatuni Ironi liv(! to 
fiftoea per cent., consciiuont, an wn have 
ploarly shown, upon the rotcniion at par 
' Ot A deiircciatod silver currency. The in- 
I'jtarests of tho people demand thai silver 
^laood »t a discount. 



"\Vo admitted two letters on the railway 
matter into this paper on Friday.

Mr. Ohappelot tolpgriiplis tliat L. i T. 
left Oaklaod for tlio uorth hy the ovor- 
liind rente on the 27th or 2yth of Juiio. 
We further learn that they wore at Yr«ka 
on tUo 19th July, nt which date Mr. 
Higgiua was still in Victoria. Ho did not 
•ail for California (58 the extract from tlie 
Standard shows) until one day later. On 
the 5lh of August, according to Mr. Bur-

The Landlady of the Golden Sheaf. 

It is just forty-livo years since my 
oducatiou wa.'^ liuiahed at Mrtj. iNIid- 
(lleton's Soiuinary for Young Ladies, 
the most genteel school in our i)art of 
Hampshire. I was seventeen, and the 
eldest of ten children. My father's fa im 
wn.s but a small ono, held on lease 
from our rich noigbbor Dickson, the 
jiriijcipal man in our parisii, after the 
'.Squire! Ho had two farms leased 
from him besides my father's and a 
large ono which bo tilled hitnsolf, 
kept a retinue of a man and maids, 
did the best plowing, turned out tbo 
finest cattle, and made a deal of money 
by his dairy. 

His wife had died before I was born, 
niid bis bouse was kept in prima order 
by the youngest of his uuuta, Mi.ss 
^lillwood. He had neither son nor 
daughter but Master Harry, whom 
everybody thought a sensible and very 
handsome young man aud not half so 
purse-proud as his father. Being our 
landlord and next neighbor, Farmer 
Dickson took a great interest in us. He 
said tho family was too largo for my 
father and mother to inanago without 
advice; that providing for tliciu was 
the chief difticulty, and hearing that 
a distant relation of his, Mrs, Williams, 
landlady of the Golden Sheaf, wanted 
a wollbrougbt up girl, not as a servant, 
but to help in the liousekeepiug, thoy 
thought it might bo a good situation 
for mo. 

To tell the whole truth, there was 
another reason for my going. Before I 
loft school Harry Dickson began to 
l^ay ino attentions. Not that I 
encouraged him much, but bo came 
after uio aud it diil not pleaso his 
father. Tho old man thought his son 
Bbould look higher than a poor farmer's 
ilaughtor. and my parent.? having a 
good bit of prido, wore just as angry 
when thoy camo to know it. My father 
Haid ho hoped no daughter of his 
would tempt a young man to disobey 
his father. My mother said she hoped 

had more spirit than to wish to 
luarry into a family who did not think 

good enough for them. Of course 
my fatlier fuul mother were right. I 
gave Harry back his ring, but it was 
lifter a good deal of crying. Ho swore 
ho would never marry another, though 
bis father should disinherit him; and 
to let Farmer Dickson and tlio whole 
country see tbtit wo wore not set 011 
trajipiug his sou, it waH sottlod that 
I HhouKl go to Mrs. Williams.' 

My father went one day to consult 
her, and when all was agreeable, he 
took me and my trunk respectably in 
tho Condon coach, which then passed 
thruiiglit Cluitford, our village anil 
Hlopped at tho CJoldon Sheaf. For u 
country inn, a lino orchard ai;d 
soiuo acres of corn and meadow 
land. It was situated on the high- 
road where Surrey and Hampshire 
meet. Stage coaches and carrier's 
wagons stop tliero, farinurs to and 
from tho market town; and all who 
came or went Hpoko well of tho bouso- 
keoping, tho fair dealing and the gen- 
eral civility of Mrs. AVilliaius. 

She was n tall, thin woman, upright, 
active, and still bandsoino, though 
bordering on bixty. She bad a good 
deal of tho gontlowomaii in her inau- 
nor; always wore a black tabnet gown, 
a tuinbourd apron, a cap of Notting- 
ham lace, wbioh was fine enough in 
those times. Her story, which wo 
bad board in jirivato from farmer 
Dickson, was both sad and singular. 
She bad been brought np in ono of tha 
mo.st respectable inns in tho County 
of Cornwall, aud married u rich farm- 
er. 

He left her early a widow, with an 
only daughter. She managed the 
farm well, however, and was a pros- 
perous woman. Her daughter grew 
up a beautiful girl, and tho mother's 
heart was wrapped up in bor, but tho 
son and heir of a neighboring squire 
induced her to elope with bim,as mar 



be thought of. Mrs. Williams was a 
woman of high spirit, .strict and proud. 
It is said the poor girl never dared to 
'ot it bo known where she lived, for 
fear of her inotbor. She sold ber house 
and farm, loft that part of tbo country, 
bought llio Golden Sheaf, and set 
herself up whcro nobody knew of ber 
family or history, and she had boon 
doing well for many a year. 

Stern as sbo lookeij.'Mrs. Williams 
was kind to uao, and I did my best to 
pleaso her. Tboro was a good deal 
of novelty and life to be seen about 
the inn. I soon got over tho parting 
with my mothers and sisters, and was 
trying hard to think no more ofHarry, 
though I bad mado up my mind — 
minda arc cabily mado up ut sevcutcon 
— to live unmarried for hi.s sake. Thus 
the S'jminor wore awuy, tho h.arvcBt 
passed, and the dull days of Novem- 
ber came on. I Jiad got accustomed 
to tho ways of the house. Though 
good, it was an old ono. There was tho 
parlor, and tho beat kitchen opening 
from it; numbers of pantries, closota 
and cupboards, and a stair behind tho 
old dreB.ser, loading right up to Mrs. 
Willi.'un.s' own room. It was over 
thti porch, and had windows on three 
bides, which gave ber a view of all 
who caiuQ or went. Her accounts 
were kept there in an old-fashioned 
ash desk; so were her choice receipts, 
and she had them for making every- 
thing. 

Tnero was a cupboard sot in tbo 
walls, its doors not to be distiuguiBhod 
from tho rest of tho wuiiiKtcot, in which 
Mrs. AN'iUiams kept tho most raro and 
curious of her stores. I was ouco 
permitted to see the n as a great priv- 
ilege, for she never trusted tbo key to 
any hand but her own. There were 
spices and essences, costly at tho 
time of my story, but, not common yet, 
old China which had been brought by 
the lirst India Company's ships; mix- 
tures for taking out stains, pk>wdors 
for destroying moths, and a i)oison 
for rats invented Idug ago by some of 
the Cornish people, and of such a 
terrible naturel So Mrs. WiUiams 
told mo, and I can remember now 
that the poison resembled nothing 
that I ever saw but red pepper, which 
was an eipeusive luxury at tbat timo, 
aad kojit in tbo cupboard also. 

It may be believed tbat I was in 
great favor, for not only were hor 
trsasures shown me, but I bad tea 
with Mrs. Williams in tho porch-room 
every evening. She took kindly to 
mo Iroui tho lirrst, because I exerted 
mysulf to learu house-keepiug, which 
my mother said was tho jjrincipal 
thing for a young woman expecting to 
have a home of her own, and still 
more becauso I kept quiet and sober, 
and bud no looks of levity. Nothing 
of tbat kind would have been allowed 
at tlio Croldeu bheal, 11111 though it 
was, the house being kept with tho 
greatest propriety. There were no 
jokes, and very little gossiping, plenty 
of v'ork, for almost everything was 
made at homo, aud a great deal of 
coming and going. Our quietest time 
was about the middle of November, 
just before the Winter fairly begun. 
Then Mrs. Williams got her cattle 
killed, and ber meat salted; and most 
of tho servants wero busy about 
the work in tho yard and battery. 

Ono close, cloudy, such as como so 
often at the Martinmas time, I was sit- 
ting in the best kitchen, close by tho 
window, doing some needle-work, and 
Mrs. Williams was iu her own room 
settling the accounts, for it was iu the 
afternoon. Tho sound of a bor.se's 
hoofs u[,on the road made mo look 
out, and there was a gentleman hand- 
somely mounted, with a servant after 
him, as gentlemen did in those days. 
They looked as if they had trarolcd 
far, aud were coming to rest at tho 
inn. 

When tbo gentleman alighted, I saw 
he was tall, handsome, somewhere 
about thirty-live, and bad a jovial, 
good natured look, like one who was 
well pleased with himself aud all about 
him. Ho walked in not at all strange- 
like, and askod mo in tho most civil 
manner if Mrs. Williams lived hero, 
aud if he and bis servant could have 
dinner. The first question wiis in a 
low tone, and second in a louder key, 
anil b(.'f(jro 1 could answer it Mrs. 
WilliaiiiH came down. Judging from 
her lo(jk, ho was a now comer. I 
thought tho gentleman glanced cur- 
iously at ber at first,and thou Hocmiug 
satisfied tbat all was right, repeated 
his question .about tho dinner, saying 
that ho was a Htran^or in that part of 
tho country, but tbat ho had heard so 
much of tho Golden Sheaf that he 
wishetl to .stop and iliiio at tho house. 

I never saw Mrs. Williams receive 
any gentleman with more respect and 
ceremony. She courtesied bim into 
hor best parlor, called for hostlers to 
help his servant with the horses, took 
his orders for his dinner, and set about 
cooking it litirHolf, for tho cook was 
bard at work in tho biittory. Jly lirst 
notion was tbat she lijul diacin'ored 
bim to be some person travelling in 
disguise, and I half expected to bo 
told of it. Mrs. Williams used to talk 
to mo ft good deal when wo weroalono 
in quiet af Icrnooiis; but now sbo wont 
on cooking and making things ready 
without saying a word, and there was 
a queer, fixed look in hor face which 1 
could understand, but it kept mo 
from talking. I laid down my worlc 
and rose to maka tho eel soup; it was 
ono of tbo dislicH for wliicii tho house 
was famous— a Cornwall dish, I be- 
lieve — and 1 had boon trusted with 
the makiug of it of late, to my grert 
exultation, but now she stopped me. 
"No, Mary: finish your sewing; those 
linens will be wanted, I'll make the 
soup myaclf." 

I sowed away, wondering who 
the geutloman could bo, and what

of tho kitchen. Slio had gone up to 
her room, but she came back in a 
minute with a paper in Lor band, 
which she shook into the eouj), and 
then threw it into the fire. 

'"That's tho red pepper; it will do 
now," said she, taking up a spoonful 
and making believe to taste; but sbo 
did not. I stitched on for a minuto 
or two, though my blood was running 
cold, and the boiling of tho soup in 
tho large, quiet kitchen sounds 
through niy head sometimes ovon now . 

Mrs. Williams was standing at tbo 
window with hor back to mo. I iiovor 
know what mado mo do it; but it was 
as if somebody bad bidden me; and 
without a word or thought but tbat it 
must bo done, I ranto the lire, gave tbo 
fiaucopan a poke, aud sent tho soup a 
blazing uj) the chimney. Ah itlizzlod 
up, the thought of her auger camo 
over me; I know not what I did; but 
uttering a wild cry of fear I rushed to 
the nearest door, and it was tho best 
parlor. The next thing I remember 
is crouching behind tho gentleman, 
who had started up and stood in tbo 
doov, as Mrs. Williams came forward 
with two knives, which had been lying 
on the window sill, in ber hand.
